'iMif New York Iiistiltttion for llic Iiistiuction ol" tlio Deaf and Duiiil), wliicli justly 
liolds the title of bciiiK lilt! first cstablislicd Oral vSchool for the Deaf in the United 
Slates, acquired a legal existence on the fifteenth of April, iSty, and on the twentieth 
of Maj' of the following year, opened for the rece])tion of ])iii)ils. Se\ent\- nine years 
have passed since

molher and home she had ever known. 

The structure which forms the chief building of the institulion, fronts west- 
ward, standing at an elevation of one hundred and twenty-.seven feet 
above the Hudson River, of which it aiTords a clear view. In the plan and ele- 
vation, and the general arrangeineiil for the special ])iir]>o.ses it serves, this building 
jxwse.s.ses iine(iiialled excellences. It is one hundred and fifty feet deep, with a broad 
])ia/za leading to the main entrance. With the two wings and additions in the rear 
a (luadraiigk' is formed with a frontage of two hundred and fifty feet, and a depth 
of over three hundred. 




developinent and language is an ab.solute ntvessity before any indu.strial pursuit can 
be commenced. 

When the deaf boy or girl is intellectually arou.sed, and has acquired .some degree 
of ability to u.se language, industrial training can begin. As to the industries to be 
pursued, this is often a matter of dispute. The ex|)erience of this school has settled 
on .several .safe and reliable branches of practical industry. So far as the boys are 
concerned, Printing stands at the head of the industries taught. In the printing- 
office all the technical language employed in connection with printing, and all the 
principles pertaining to the work, are carefully taught in .special lessons, while every 
operation and movement required are made familiar, and a sutVicient amount of practice 
in all kinds of work done in a printing-office is given to enable the pupils to obtain 
first class and remunerative employment on graduation. And this they generally do, 
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At present, .seven kindergartners 
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(jrou]K'd around tlu' iii.iiii building are the v.-irious parts that unite to make a 
comi;osite whole. In the order of importance and erection the .\cademic Huildiug 
ranks first. It is one hundred and fifty feet by fifty-five feet, and contains 
twenty-five cla.s.s- rooms, lecture-room, piijiils' library, laboratory ami cabinet-rooms, 
gymnasiuni, docunient-rooins and necessary offices. To the east of this building is 
tile group comprising the Mansion Ilou.se, with li\'iiig (|Uarlers, school -rooms and 
])lay-house for one hundred little boys, To the west, and midway between the Main 
IJuitding, and Mansion House are situated a isolated Hospital, the Trades vSchool Huild- 
*iug and the Power Hoii.se and I,aiiiidr>', and the Horticultural Plant. The whole area 
covers aliout twenty-five acres — niuniug west from Am.slerdam Avenue to the 
Hud.soii River, and north from iGad Street to i65tli Street. 



In methods of instruction the iu.stitutian is both conservative and eininenth- pro- 
gressive and practical, livery known iu.sfrument and aid which has been found of 
value in the education of the deaf is u.sed. Every pupil receives daily instruction in 
articulation arid Hp-readinjjf, and in twel% of the thirty-five cla.sses, .speech alone is 
employed both for instruction and communication. In two other clas.ses aural instruc- 
tion is given, and an effort is always made to improve the partial hearing of tho.se 
having a remnant of this .sen.se. A special feature of the school work is the training 
in all dei)artments of Art which is offered to tho.se having special talent in this 
direction, while all the pujiils receive weekly lessons in drawing. The full course of 
instruction includes the usual exerci.ses and studies of kindergarten, primary, inter- 
mediate, grammar, and academic grades, and in these, at the present time, are 
cla.ssified the four hundred and sixty-five pujlils connected with the school. 
Kanwood is an ideal home-school for tleaf 

children of tender age. More than oridinary tare 

has been devoted to supplying the special,' re- 
quisites of very young children in their pensiDual 
comfort, amusciiienl, aiurmeiital and physcialde- 
veloi>mcnt. 

Hoys under ten years of age are .segregateil 
from the older ])upils in the Mansion Hotise, 
where they are surrounded by the careful at- 
tendance of home, and out of .school hours l:uve 
a commodious play hou.se, which while afforf|ing 
;im])le room for their games, protects them from 
any inclemency of the weather. 

lii the education of these little ones of both 
sexes, the kindergarten is the chief factor. That 
this method of child iustnictiou is aii])licable to 
the di.'\elo])meiit of deaf children, when proj-)trly 
.1(1 ipted to their condition and needs, the 
aiuhorities of the .school have had ample evid- 
ence. Ivmploying, with some slight variations, 
the usual gifts and games and occiqvitions of the 
kindetgarlen, .so familiar to the normal child, 
almost the full beiiefiis of this course of mental 
aw.ikening are obtained by children who.se ears 
are deaf to the joyous .songs and prattle of normal 
childhood, yet who.se eyes have been trained to 
stip])ly, in a great mea.sure, the lo.ss resulting 

from the niisKing sense. ^ ^ >ct:*;i-i. 

The Fauwood system of kindergarten teach- 
ing is now in its third year of successful opera- 
lion. It began with one teacher, who proved 
the po.ssibilities of this sy.stem with the deaf .so 
clearly that its operation was speedily extended. 

are as signetl to the little children, each with a .separate cla.ss-room and all neces.sary 
appliances. The policy of the school in this direction for the future is fully outlined, 
and will eventually result in a special building to be devoted exclusivel>- to kinder- 
garten teaching of all the children in the school under the age of ten. particular 
attention being alwa\s given to the cultivation of s])etH:h, and to exjiression of verbal 
language, either in sixikcn words, or through the manual alphabet. 

In addition to the mental in.struction, each pupil receives training in a mechanical 
trade, the parents making a choice of either : art, printing, carpentry, cabinet-mak- 
ing, floriculture, hou.se-painting, glazing, baking, cooking and gardening for the boys, 
and art, typewriting, cooking, iilain-.sewing, dressmaking, sliirlmaking and tailoring] 
for the girls. Trades teaching is begun only after the ptqiils have made considerable 
advance in the .school.

Cabinet making, including wood carving and cane .seating, as distinct from caq^en- 
try, offers excellent oi)]X)rtunities for pupils to acquire a trade which makes them self- 
supixirtiug upon graduation. Carpentry as taught is made interchangeable with cabi- 
net-makiug, as the two depend ujiou similar principles, and ditTer chiefly in the .scale 
of oix;rations and the kinds of work u.sed. 

The latest addition to the trades taught is floriculture, the training of the pupils in 
this branch being confided to an expert who knows how to teach all the proces.ses of 
agriculture and horticulture. They receive in.struction in the cultivation of flowers, fruits 
and trees, and learn the general principles and the technical language of their occu- 
pation. This is distinct from the class of pupils who perforin practical work in the 
open ground in the planting and raising of vegetable and field crops. 

The importance of this addition to the industries is self-evident. Floriculture is 
naturally one of the best and most profitable occupations that can be taught, and it
